Nikolai Bulganin made it clear to- 
day that German reunification must 
J wait conclusion ol a European se­ 
curity pact — a viewpoint that 
deadlocked the Geneva conference 
Bulganin and Soviet Communist 
Party Chiel Nikita S. Khrushchev 
stopped oft in Berlin tor “ several 
days 
of talkn with East German 
( ommitnist leaders 
Foreign Min­ 
u te 
Vyacheslav .VI. Molotov and 
otiier members of the .summit del­ 
egation flew on to .Moscow. 
Bulganin, in a brief speech at 
Schoonefeld Airfield, repeated the 
Soviet viewpoint expressed at Ge­ 
neva and said "there is no doubt" 
the Soviet government "will follow 
thi" line steadfastly” in future dis­ 
cussions of the German question. 
His firm insistence on a security 
pact that would include both East 
and West Germany as members in 
cheated there would be no change 
in tLh Soviet position when the Big 
Tour foreign ministers try to solve 
the impasse next October. 
Bulganin, visiting East Germany 
at the invitation of Soviet Zone 
Premier Otto Grotevvohl, hailed the 
results of the Geneva talks as he 
had before leaving the Swiss city 
He said the talks had “ positive 
results” and would have a “ favor­ 
able effect' on international rela­ 
tions. 
But in speeches here and in Ge­ 
neva he "aul all problems were not 
solved, especially the key question 
of Germany 
He based his objec­ 
tion s to W estern pl ins on West 
German membership in NATO and 
said this made it impossible to uni­ 
fy Germany on a “ peaceful and 
democratic basis
